Building Trades Council Business 
Representative J. L. Childers 
struck a note of concern this 
Week over a proposed plan by the 
new U. S. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to raise the interest rates on 
homes, cars, appliances and other 
essential needs of working people.

As Childers saw it, Secretary of

level.” In other words, he said, what 
Humphrey is advocating is that 
the setting of interest rates should 
be left in the hands of private 
bankers rather than in the Federal 
Government as it is at present.

AUSTIN, Tex. (LPA)—When a 
representative of management 
gave voice to the shopworn claim 


that there are lots of good union 


men who like the Taft-Hartley law 
he was promptly challenged by a 
labor leader to supply a list of 
such persons—which would then 
be matched by a list of employers 
who DON’T like T-H. 

Paul C. Sparks, secretary of the 
Texas State Federation of Labor, 
shared with Victor Grima of the 
Texas Manufacturers Association 
in the convention program of the 
Texas Federation of Women's 
Clubs, with each speaking on the 
aims of his organization. In reply 


to a question from the audience 
about Taft-Hartley, Grima made 
jthe assertion about unionists who 
\favor the law. ‘ 

Sparks replied that he was al- 
ways hearing about workers who 
were fond of T-H, but hé never 
had been able to find any. “I tell 
you what I'll do,” he said to Grima. 
“You get me a list of union mem- 
bers who like Taft-Hartley, and 
I'll give you just as long a list of 
employers who don’t like it—and 
not because they think it should 
be stricter.”
